Fight Chinch Bug With 


Crops; Alfalfa For One 


To Meet Such An Army of Invaders Needs Prepared- 


ness, Says Wdworih. 


BY E. H. WALWORTH . 


Macon Connty Farm Adviser. 


To meet efficiently such an Invad- 


ing army as the chinch bug, calls 
lor preparedness. The present expe- 
rience should teach one to be pro- 
yared for the next attack. Our state 
•ntomologist 
Informs us that the 


first step in the best method of fight- 
ing the chinch bug is to make use of 
as large a portion of crops the 
chinch bugs won't eat as possible in 
the cropping system. 


Alfalfa is a crop 
chinch bugs do 


not eat. 
When once established it 


goes on year after 
year making 


profitable crops without the neces- 
sity of planting a crop every year. It 
ii an ideal crop for hlg pasture and 
makes hay for all classes of live- 
stock on the farm. 
But the live- 


stock man is not the only one who 
can make use of alfalfa. 


A MONET CROP. 


It can be used as a money crop and 


as such it offers as good and in many 
respects a better 
opportunity than 


either wheat or corn. The .alfalfa 
crop competes with time needed to 
tend the corn crop and consequently 
It Is >a logical crop to be substituted 
for corn, since this crop forms the 
chief food of the chinch bug and for 
that reason should be reduced to a 
minimum, especially "when 
just aj 


valuable a crop can be found to take 


- its place. The fact that alfalfa Is 
grown successfully on many Macon 
county farms proves that It is neith- 
er * new crop nor an experiment. • 


CAN PLANT EARLY. 


The 
present 
early 
cutting 
of 


wheal^ provides an ideal chance to 
prepare this year's wheat ground in 
excellent condition for 
an 
alfalfa 


field and get It planted in .time to 
assure a good start before winter. 
Then by next year regular cuttings 
may be made and a money crop as- 
sured, regardless of whether we have 
chinch bugs or not. 


A crop that is expected to remain 


on the same ground for several con- 


f secutive years deserves some special 


attention to preparing the seed bed 
and sowing 
the seed.. The, profit 


from the alfalfa field will vary with 
the chance that Is given It by the 
grower. 


Alfalfa grows best on sweet soils. 


Old cultivated fields, ^specially 
on 


high ground, are likely to-be acid. 
From two to four tons of limestone- 
on these places will pay for Itself 
quickly in larger yelds of hay. 


PREPARATION. 


The wheat stubble or other ground 


selected for an alfalfa field should 
be plowed as soon now as possible, 
followed by harrowing and double 
disking. T^hen the two to four tons 
of limestone may be applied and lnr 
about two weeks It' should be double 
disked and harrowed again. The seed 
bed needs to be firm, fine and solid, 
and enough work should be given It 
to put It In that condition. The cor- 
rugated .roller can be used to ad- 
vantage both before and after seed- 
ing. 


Then the seed should bo Inoculated 


with the 
proper, alfalfa 
or sweet 


clover bacteria and may be seeded the 
last week In July If there Is suffi- 
cient moisture to sprout the^seed and 
keep it growing. The seed 'should be 
put In very shallow at the rate of 
fifteen to twenty p6unds per acre. 
Given a good seedbed and proper 
moisture conditions 
the 
earlier In 


the summer the seed is sown the 
better, because this lengthens out 
the season for making fall gro^h 
and the plants will be better pre- 
pared to go through the first winter 
without damage. 


SEASON FAVORABLE. 


"The extra'early wheat harvest In 
this chinch bug- year seems to have 
been ordered on purpose so that a 
lot of wheat stubble, could be pre- 
pared 
and planted 
to alfalfa 
and 


have plenty of time to.do the job 
well. There Is certainly a place for 
at least 
ten 
to twenty acres of 


alfalfa 
on a large 
majority of the 


farms of Macon county. 


General Prevalence Sour 


Soil Is Indication. 


The fertile farm lands of the Illi- 


nois corn belt are eradually becom- 
ing exhausted of their fertility, and 
one of the outstanding signs of this 
exhaustion 
is 
the almost general 


prevalence of sour soil on the- cultl- 
rated fram lands, H. J. Snider of the 
University of Illinois pointed out 
hers today. 
"It is becoming more 


difficult to grow cloven on these 
lands," Mr. Snider said, "and on a 
.large part of the corn belt farms al- 
falfa and sweet clover cannot be 
successfully 
grown 
withou'. 
first 


treating the land with limestone, 
and such treament as this has prov- 
en to be very profitable. 


BIG PROFIT IN LIME. 


"On the Jollst experiment field 


alfalfa was grown for four years 
both on limed and 
anllmed 
land. 


Daring the four years the limed 
land produces three tons an acre 
more alfalfa hay than did ths un- 
llmsd land. 
The cost of lime and 


the labor cost 
for 
hauling 
and 


spreading amounted to about "$2.00 
per acre per year or J8.00 for the 
four years. The three tons Increase 
in.alfalfa was easily worth' $45, BO 
that ths profit from the use of lime- 
•tone In this case- was quite -sub-' 
stantial. 


CLOVER PLOWED DOWN. 


"On 
the Mt. Morris experiment 


field limestone Is used 
to 
grow 


sweet clover and 
then this green 


iweet clover Is plowed down as a 
green manure crop. This treatment, 
consisting of lime-sweet .clover, very 
materially has increased crop yields 
on this land. During the last four 
years the average 
gain 
in 
crop 


yield* per acre has been as follows: 
Corn 12 bushels per acret oats 11 
bushels per acre, red clover hay 620 
pounds per acre, 
and

bushel* per acre. 
'On thfs rather 


fertile corn belt soil limestone in 
combination with sweet clover Is a 
paying proposition. 
On this land 


sweet clover cannot be succsesfully 
grown without limestone."

ture until they weigh around 100 
pound's apiece.

The tabulators were at 
their post each with a large sheet 
of tracing cloth before him., The 
cloth is already ruled and- the names 
of the sections to be let written In. 


As the bids are read the names 


and addresses of the bidders- with 
the amounts of the bids are written. 
When the last bid has been^recorded 
the tracing' cloth goes at once to 
the printing machine and the deliv- 
ery of blue prints showing- a com- 
plete tabulation of the bids begins. 


SHEETS PRESIDES, 


Tha bids were made ready by 


Prank T. Sheets, state superintend- 
ent of highways. One assistants slits 
the envelopes and removes the bids 
and another classifies them as to 
route and section. The superintend 
ent picks up a bid, announces the 
route and section, the name of the 
bidder, his address, then announces 
the sort of security that accompan 
les it, whether certified check, bid- 
der's bond or what not. The amount 
is always read twice and, very plain- 
ly. He keeps his eye an the tabula- 
tor and sees that he.Is ready to' set 
flown the figure's.

tial tariff protection on his products. 
The average rate of protection he has 
been given 
is about 20 per cent. 


TVhlle his back was turned, sched- 
ules on manufactured products aver- 
aging 60 per cent were written into 
the bill. 
.It Is doubtful 
if a tariff 
on the 


standard farm commodities will help 
us much. We have no monopoly and 
no voice In fixing our prices. If the 
Liverpool price of wheat goes down,

Chicago, regardless of tariff. 


The situation in regard to most of 


the things we bUy Is different. They 
are in strong hands, their prices are 
controlled, and only the most gul- 
lible of us believe that a tariff which 
shutt out foreign competition will 
not increase- the price we will have 
to pay In this country.

"We often read of the power" of mind 


over matter, associating the phrase, 
usually,- with hypnotism. 


However, in curing and preventing 


disease there is nothing- that can help 
more readily to win a battle with Ill- 
ness than a cheerful frame of mind on 
the patient's part 
The physician 


early learns that one of the best wea- 
pons he carries against disease is the 
power to persuade a sufferer that his 
Illness is not serious ana that his co- 
operation with doctor and nurse will 
bring- speedy recovery. 


Instances are common in 
which 


those in attendance have won an al- 
most hopeless case simply by main- 
taining a cheerful frame of mind and 
communicating that cheerfulness to 
the patient. 


1 I read recently of such a case. 


A man lay critically 111 ol pneu- 


monia, but the nurse kept assuring 
him that he wcnld recover. The con- 
sultant entered 'the ward and, after a 
thorough examination 
of the man, 


pointed out to'hls students the symp- 
toms which 
made 
recovery highly 


improbable. The nurse, an Irish wo- 
man, plain and middle aged, but with 
a reputation for pulling through al- 


most hopeless cases, noted a change 
come over the patient as he heard* 
the verdict When the chief left, she 
sat down beside tho man and, taking 
his hand In hers, talked to him as a 
mother would talk to a little child, 
trying: to restore his hope and fight- 
ing courage. But the man lay list- 
less. A little later, in the ward office,

"Go back and tell the man hev can 
get well! You have killed his hopes!
